She counselled watiting to see which 
parts of the programme would be 
adopted at the forthcoming Mapam 
convention, since not all Mapam 
members agree with this new trend. 

Mrs. Meir warned against 
attempts to get a further post- 
Pponement of the Chief Rabbinate 
“I do not think that the 
Government will agree to another 
postponement. What extreme re- 
ligious circles do to prevent the 
Chief Rabbinate elections amounts 
to sacrilege of both the Rabbinate 


wing and religion. If the Rabbinate elec- 


tions are not held before the Knes- 
set discusses again the Hausner bill 
on civil marriage, it will be dif- 
fleult to predict what might happen. 
It is likely to precipitate a coalition 
crisis,” ‘the Premier said. 

‘Mrs. Meir expressed the hope that 
the New Year will be a quiet year 
and will see the opening of a way 
towards peace and that the obstacles 
thet stand in the way of Jews who 
want to come to Israel will disap- 
pear.

Speaking in an interview given on 
the eve of Rosh Hashana to the 
Army Radio and “Bamahene" ma- 
gazine, Rav-Aluf Elazar termed the 
Soviet withdrawal from Egypt a 
“positive” development for Israel 
and the Arab world alfke, because 
it reduced the danger of another 
outbreak of war. “There does not 
exist a concrete, immediate danger 
of a renewed military clash be- 
tween us and the Arab armi 
he said. 

The Chief of Staff said the army 
was pl a reorganization to 
adapt to the continued lull in the 
fighting. But it would continue the 
training and development needed to 
ensure a strong army to act as a 
deterrent force, or to win a war 
Should one break out, he said. 

The reorganization, he said, will 
reduce rear-line ΕΟ. staffs and 
streamline services, making it pos- 
Sible to Hghten the burden on the 
nation and its economy. In addition 
to a further reducing of reserve 
duty, “we are favourably considering 
the shortening of compuisory service 
for men... by about three months,” 
he said. 

At the same time, the Chief of 
Staff emphasized, this reorganization 
will not only not reduce the army's 
“bite,” but will also be carried out 
concurrently with the growth of the 
combat units — chiefly the Armour- 
ed and Air Corps. 

R/A Hlazar said he did not foresee 
8. significant reduction in the overall 
defence budget in the next five 
years. The IL40,000m., mentioned by 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir as 
covering Israel's defence needs in 
the next five years, will be divided 
into three principal parts: bulld-up, 
or acquisition of arms and home 
production; maintenance of equip- 
ment, and on-going security.

The Knesset is expected to convene 
in special session this week to vote 
on the retnstatement of Mr. Shapiro. 

On Friday a special session of the 
Labour Party Leadership Bureau, 
some of the Party's Cabinet Min- 
isters and Members of the Knesset’s 
faction executive convened at party 
head offices and endorsed the an- 
nouncement of Prime Minister Golda 
Meir that she intends co-opting Mr. 
Shapiro to the Cabinet. 

Mrs. Meir said that the party con- 
‘stitution did not specify the method 
of appointing a Cabinet Minister 
and she was therefore acting in 
accordance with precedent, and 
seekin gthe approval of the Party 
forum. Party Secretary-General 
Aharon Yadiin asked for a vote and 
the motion was adopted by acclama- 
tion. 

Mrs. Meir said she was pleased 
that Mr. Shapiro had acceded to 
her request that he joln the Gov- 
ernment. “I think he was a good 
member of the Cabinet and a good 
Minister of Justice.” 


CONSULTATIONS

- The death sentences were im- 
posed after the clashes between Jor- 
danian troops and the terrorists in 
September 1970.

An amnesty covering them would 
be proclaimed by Hussein on Sep- 
tember 17, anniversary of the Arab 
revolution against Ottoman rule.

Bonn’s role in M.E. 
mediation played down

BONN. — The possibility of Bonn 
mediation in the Middle East con- 
filet was played down this week, 
following meetings between “Al-Ah- 
ram" editor Mohammed Heykal and 
West German government leaders 
at the Olympic Games in Munich. 
If the Egyptian discussed 
Bonn's role with Chancellor Willy 
Brandt on Monday and Foreign 
Minister Walter Scheel on Friday, 
neither side was prepared to con- 
firm it. On the contrary, Mr. Hey- 
kal, a confidant of President Sadat, 
told a TV interviewer on Friday, 
“No Egyptian comes to the Federal 

Republic to ask for help.” 

In Bonn, 3 Foreign Office spokes- 
man cautioned that there was a 
public tendency to “overestimate the 
possibilities of West German me- 
diation.” 

A government statement after the 
Scheel-Heykal encounter sald the 
two men discussed bilateral ques- 
tions and also reviewed whether 
new chances had turned up in re- 
cent months for a “discussion of 


solutions” in the Middle East. It 
was announced later that Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Murad Ghaleb 
would come to Bonn for talks in 
the latter part of this month. 

While a special Middle Hast role 
for West Germany seems to have 
faded into the background, German 
officials continue to stress their grow- 
ing interest In the Middle East and 
the importance of the Mediterranean 
for Western Europe and Nato. 

After talking with Mr. Heykal, 
Chancellor Brandt himself mentioned 
unnamed Arab leaders who would 
like to see a greater European con- 
tribution to a Middle East peace. 

In his TV interview on Friday, 
Mr. Heykal said he had come to 
Munich to ask for West Germany’s 
“understanding” of Cairo's position 
towards Israel He said he under- 
stood Bonn's wish for “good tes 
with Israel,” but insisted he saw no 
reason for a’ “special relation” be- 
tween them. The Germans living to- 
day were not. responsible for what 
happened during the Hitler period, 
Mr. Heykal claimed.

. Uganda's expelled Asians allowed 
into this country immediately, 


a 
public opinion poll reported Friday. 

The verdict — a sign of wide- 
Spread antipathy to Government 
policy — came shortly after Fore- 
ign Secretary Sir Alec Douglas- 
Home appealed to the British peo- 
ple to receive the refugees “in an 
orderly and humane way." 

Be hinted the Asians might be 
in peril of their lives unless Bri- 
tain gave them a new home here 
before Uganda President Idi Amin's 
Nov. 5 deadline runs out. 

But a Louis Harris poll in the 
nationally circulated “Daily Express 
— which is campaigning against the 
influx — said 71 per cent of the 
British do not want to see a more 
multi-racial society here. 

The imminent arrival of up ito 
50,000 Asians has caused a major 
controversy in Britain. Many people 
have argued that the tiny island, 
with 55 million people, is already 
overcrowded. They point to record 
unemployment figures and chronic 
housing, hospital and school short- 
ages. 

Two major cities with high non- 
white populations Thursday appeal- 
ed to the Government to keep the 
newcomers away from their boun- 
daries. Leicester and Birmingham in 
the industrial Midlands said their 
social services were already over- 
stretched and could not cope with 
more people. 

The Harris poll said only six per 
cent of 2,000 voters questioned in 
120 parliamentary districts believed 
the Uganda Asians should be wel- 
comed immediately. 

Twenty per cent said the influx 
should be phased over the next five 
years, and 38 per cent said Britain 
should pay India and Pakistan to 
take the refugees. 

Fifty-one per cent said that, if 
the Asigns did come, then all other 
immigration should be stopped. 

The first detailed public opinion 
survey of the problem was publish- 
ed just after Douglas-Home had ad-

dressed the nation on television. 

He called the expulsion “inhuman 
and unjust” and said: ‘Tt is intoler- 
able that they should be deprived of 
their goods and arrive here penni- 
Tess.” 

But he insisted Britain had a mo- 
ral obligation to find the Asians, al} 
British passport-holders, new homes. 

The Foreign Office denied a re- 
port published in one British news- 
paper Friday that U.S. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim had been 
asked by London to go to Uganda 
and urge Amin to reconsider. 

A spokesman dismissed the re- 
port as pure speculation. He added 
that Joseph Godber, a minister at 
the Foreign Office, had met with 
Waldheim briefly in Geneva, but 
“nothing terribly concrete’ emerged. 

Apart from the “Daily Express,” 
newspapers are backing the Govern- 
ment in its stand. (See Foreign 
Press, page 10). 

The mass-circulation “Express” 
said: ‘No matter how Sir Alec, or 
any other minister, may try to 
gloss aver the issue, the great 
mass of the people are not satisfied 
that Britain must take on such ob- 
ligations. Their response is clear: 
there is no need to let them in.” 

The “Daily Telegraph," which 
usually supports the ruling Conser- 
vative Party, admitted, “There has 
been an unmistakable reaction in 
the fibre of the nation,” but asked 
“for a good face toward these peo- 
ple.” 

Tt suggested feelings might quie- 
ten if Britain took tougher retalia- 
tory action against Uganda, perhaps 
by invoking the U.N. Charter on 
Human Rights. 

A promising development for the 
Government came from Yorkshire, 
Engiand’s biggest county. It sald it 
could absorb some 8,000 Asians. 

Meanwhile, a trickle of Asian re- 
fugees arrived at London’s Heath- 
row Airport. They alleged some had 
their hair forcibly cut with broken 
beer bottles during violent scenes in 
Kampala. Other arrivals have said 
they were stripped of possessions 
and money before leaving. 


British trawlers ignore 
Iceland gunboats 


REYKJAVIK (Reuter): — More 
than 50 British trawlers carried on 
working deep inside Iceland's new 
fishing limits yesterday, ignoring the 
efforts of gunboats to make them 
leave. 

But by huddling together for pro- 
tection, many of the trawlers ap- 
peared to be getting in each 
other's way and catching fewer 

The skipper pf one trawler told 
Reuter’ by telephone: “The limit 
might as well have been 300 miles 
for all the fish we've caught.” 

He reported that Icelandic coast- 
guards had behaved with courtesy 
since the country’s fishing limits 
were unilaterally pushed out on Fri- 
day to 50 nautical miles. 

Reykjavik newspapers yesterday 
stressed a warning by the Icelandic 


Government that gunboats might 
take tougher action in two or three 
days. 

For the moment the Government 
appeared anxious to avoid any con- 
flict. Even the sight of a British 
trawler which had all identification 
marks obscured, except for a skull- 
and cross-bones flag, produced no 
reaction apart from some disap- 


proving remarks in. the Reykjavik 


press. - 

Iceland has stressed that although 
it is determined to defend its limits 
it is still keen to reach interna- 
tional agreement. 

In political circles there was specu- 
lation that talks might start soon 
between Iceland and the foreizn 
nations concerned for an agreed 
phasing out of foreign trawling 
around Iceland.

The Asch statue was given to the 
museum by Mr. and Mrs. B. Gerald 
Cantor of Los Angeles. 


‘Jets are threat 
to children’s 
health, hearing’ 


LOS ANGELES (AP\. — Children 
attending schools near Los Angeles 
International Airport rum the chance 
of suffering permanent hearing dam- 
age and are threatened emotionally 
because of jet aircraft noise, ac- 
cording to a study by the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles. 


The U.C.L.A. study cited examples 
of children responding traumatically 
to jet noise and referred ta reports 
from school officials of a greater 
number of fights among children at 
the affected schools. 

Also, the report said, hearing tests 
conducted by school nurses at one 
ὋΣ seven schools surveyed revealed 
that virtually all of the children 
had’ some hearing loss. 

The report said some of the 
schools are wracked by jet noise 
every two minutes — making it 
necessary sometimes for teachers to 
use ‘bullhéras“to make themsetves 
heard above the scream of jet en- 
gines. 

In warning of possible permanent 
physical and emotional health dam- 
age, the study cited technical re- 
ports showing a relationship between 
high noise levels, hearing damage 
and psychosomatic and emotional 
disorders.

It both permits the pub- 
lic to feel that such prospects 
are very distant and require no 
effort on its part, even of under- 
standing, while even friends 
abroad are beginning to doubt 
whether we are urgently con- 
cerned with this issue.

WEEN they opened thelr emigra- 
tion tap slightly in March of 
last year, the Soviets hoped it would 
ease the pressure in the areas where 
Jewish tradition and consciousness 
were most prominent — as in the 
Baitie provinces (acquired by war) 
or in Georgia, where the 50 years 


of Soviet rule did little to stamp ἢ 


out Jewish individuality. 

But soon it became evident that 
applications to leave for Israel were 
coming from areas where the “Jew- 


ish question” had long been declared ἢ 


“liquidated.” Moscow, Leningrad, 
Kiev and Odessa figure prominent- 
ly on the list of places of origin of 
recent arrivals from the U.S.S.R. 

Another consideration which 
alarmed the Soviets was the readi- 
ness of the intelligentzia to leave. 
Not only the numbers, but also the 
status of the applicants has been 
steadily rising. 

Higher education is widespread 
among Russian Jews, in spite of 
difficulties put in thelr way by the 
authorities, A family where father, 
wife and children are all prominent 
sclentists is a common phenomenon 
While their departure would be wel- 
comed by some Russian scientists 
aspiring to take their place, the 
authorities have always been loth 
to let out Soviet citizens — especial- 
ly those with a higher education. 


Degrading ceremony
